The powers and 
business of our banks are clearly defined in the Bank Act, passed originally 
in 1871, but subject to revision- every ten years by a committee of the 
House of Commons. Changes may also be made between revisions, mak¬ 
ing our banking system a product of evolution and still pliable, rather than 
a creation of lawyers and statesmen arrived at once, and fixed for all time.

Dutch Scientists Invent Appliance 
For Purifying The Blood 

An artificial kidney pumps toxic 
blood from the human body, purifies j 
it and then puts it back was in-1 
vented by Dutch scientists during the I 
war, according to two Dutch physi-1 
cians. 

Dr. J. L. Verschure and Dr. A. C. I 
Lips, Nijmegen internal medicine 
specialists, told a press conference in | 
New York about the discoveries. They | 
said the Netherlands government had 
appointed them to study American 
njedical developments and report on 
activities by Dutch physicians. 

A warm water cylinder surrounded 
by yards of cellophane tubing com¬ 
prise the artificial kidney, the physi¬ 
cians said. Blood from the patient 
is pumped into the tubing and the 
water cylinder revolves. Through 
osmosis the toxic elements in the 
blood go into the water and the blood 
is returned to the body. The pro¬ 
cess can go on for more than 10 
hours.

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A TWELVE POINT FOREIGN 
POLICY TO PRESERVE PEACE 
PROCLAIMED BY PRES. TRUMAN 


NEW YORK. — President Truman 
proclaimed to the world a 12-point 
foreign policy based on the use of, 
military power to preserve peace 
while planning to outlaw the atomic 
bomb. 

“Loss of faith in the effectiveness 
of international organization,” is the 
great threat to peace, he said. "In 
an atomic age it would be nothing 
short of disastrous.” 

Until world co-cperation reaches 
the state where atomic methods of 
destruction can be “definitely and 
effectively outlawed forever," the 
United States will hold the weapon 
as a "sacred trust”. 

The United States regards pos¬ 
session of the atomic bomb, the secret 
of which is held by herself, Britain 
and Canada, as a “sacred trust” 
which “will not be violated,” the 
president said. But he declared the 
highest hope of the American people 
is for a state of world co-operation 
in which "the atomic methods of de¬ 
struction can be definitely and effec¬ 
tively outlawed forever.” 

Making clear that coming talks 
among the United States, Britain and 
Canada concerning the future of the 
atomic energy will be concerned only 
with the exchange of scientific 
knowledge and not the secrets of 
manufacturing processes of the 
atomic bomb, the president said: 

“Discussion of the atomic bomb 
with Great Britain and Canada and 
later with other nations cannot wait 
upon the formal organization of the 
United Nations. These discussjpns, 
looking toward a free exchange of 
fundamental scientific information, 
will be begun in the near future. But 
I emphasize again, as I have before, 
that these discussions will not be 
concerned with the processes of manu¬ 
facturing the atomic bomb or any 
other instruments of war.” 

The president’s first over-all state¬ 
ment of foreign policy since he took 
office last April was made at a navy 
day rally in Central Park. 

It came in the midst of intense 
diplomatic efforts to bring about 
better relations with Russia and a 
few hours after disclosure that Mar¬ 
shal Stalin had received an undis¬ 
closed message from Mr. Truman 
through United States ambassador 
W. Averell Harriman. 

Mr. Truman said differences which 
exist amcng the Allies "are not hope¬ 
less or irreconcilable.” 

He set forth these 12 principles: 

1. No territorial expansion, no 
plans for aggression, no objective 
“which need clash with the peaceful 
aims of any other nation.” 

2. Eventual return of sovereign 
rights and self-government "to all 
peoples who have been deprived of 
them by force.” 

3. No territorial changes involving 
friendly peoples except with their 
“freely expressed wishes". 

4. Self government for all peoples 
prepared for it “without interfer- 

• eime from any foreign source.” 

5. Co-cperation with the Allies to 
help defeated enemy states "estab¬ 
lish peaceful democratic governments 
of their own free choice” and a would 
“in which Nazism, fascism and mili¬ 
tary aggression cannot exist.” 

6. No recognition for any govern¬ 
ment imposed upon a country by a 
foreign power and prevention where 
possible of “forceful imposition of 
such a government.” 

7. Freedom of the seas for all 
countries and “equal rights to the 
navigation of boundary rivers and 


waterways and of rivers and water¬ 
ways which pass through more than 
one country.” 

8. Access of countries “on equal 
terms to the trade and the raw ma¬ 
terials of the world.” 

9. The right of “the sovereign 
states of the western hemisphere, 
without interference from outside the 
western hemisphere” to “work to¬ 
gether as gcod neighbors in the solu¬ 
tion of their common problems.” 

10. Economic collaboration among 
all nations for Improved living con¬ 
ditions and "“establishment of free¬ 
dom from fear and freedom from 
want.” 

11. Freedom of expression and 
freedom of religion "throughout the 
peace-loving areas of the world.” 

j 12. Preservation of peace through 
■ the United Nations “composed of all 
' the peace-loving nations of the world 
who are willing jointly to use force if 
necessary to insure peace.” 

FARM PRODUCTION 

Will Be Decisive Factor In Winning 
The Peace 

MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich.—The 
output of farms on the North Ameri¬ 
can continent will be "one of the de¬ 
ciding factors in winning the peace 
and insuring true democracy in 
Europe, just as the output of our 
factories tipped the scales of victory,” 
William Wake of Borden, Sask., told 
delegates to the moral rearmament 
world assembly here. 

A farmer in the Canadian "drought 
belt” where 85 per cent, of the com¬ 
munity was on relief in 1937, Mr. 
Wake said farmers had “a responsi¬ 
bility to feed people and care for the 
soil so that future generations can 
be fed." 


SCHOOL CONTINUES 

Canadians For Occupation Forces Are 
Learning Japanese Language 

VANCOUVER. — The Canadian i 
army disclosed it has been operating j 
a Japanese language school in Van- j 
couver since August, 1942, and an- 
nounced the school will continue until 
next June to provide a Canadian 
quota with the occupation forces in J 
Japan. 

One hundred and ninety-four offic¬ 
ers and men have passed through the 
! school, most of them white Canadians 
| and the remainder Canadian-born 
Japanese. There are about 120 at the 
jscnooi now, 60 of them being Cana- 
! dian-born Japanese. 

FLAGSHIP RETURNED 

Liner Niew Amsterdam Is Again In 
I Service For Netherlands 
I AMSTERDAM.—The liner Nieuw 
J Amsterdam, flagship of the Holland- 
| American line which up to now has 
been repatriating Canaian servicemen 
from Europe, has been turned back 
to the Netherlands, it was learned. 

She sailed for the Netherlands 
East Indies carrying a complement 
of Dutch troops.

THE ROYAL COMMISSION MAY 
FRAME CANADIAN COAL POLICY 
AFTER A SURVEY OF SITUATION 


OTTAWA.—The royal commission 
investigating the Canadian coal in¬ 
dustry has settled down to the task 
of shaping recommendations for a 
Canadian fuel policy, based on 
volumes of evidence gathered in a 
nine-month survey of the Canadian 
coal situation. 

Public hearings are completed, but 
It is expected the three-man commis- 
sicn will require until early next year 
to write its report. The commission 
is under the chairmanship of Mr. Jus¬ 
tice W. F. Carroll of Halifax, with 
Mr. Justice C. C. McLaurin and An¬ 
gus Morrison, both of Calgary, as 
members. 

Charged with the job of making a 
complete survey of all phases of the 
Canadian coal situation, the commis¬ 
sion started hearings in Sydney, N.S., 
last January, crossed Canada hearing 
evidence in every province, visited 
American coal mine areas and re¬ 
turned to Sydney for further hear¬ 
ings a few weeks ago before the 
final Ottawa sittings. 

From evidence it has become evi¬ 
dent that: 

1. The Dominion’s fuel policy must 
be designed to assure adequate sup¬ 
plies in periods of emergency. 


2. Canadian mines cannot provide 
the whole of Canada’s requirements. 

3. Assistance must be provided to 
Canadian mines if their coal is to 
compete with American coal in On¬ 
tario and Quebec. 

The most fundamental problem is 
the geographic location of Canadian 
mines—in the Maritimes and western 
Canada—far distant from the central 
part of the country where demand 
for coal is greatest. 

Under, peacetime conditions the 
government gave assistance on freight 
movement to Ontario and Quebec to 
enable Canadian coal to compete with 
that of American mines and under 
those conditions roughly one half of j 
the coal consumed in Canada came ' 
from Canadian mines. During the 
war Canada leaned more heavily on 
American mines. 

It has been argued before the 
commission that generous assistance 
should be given Canadian mines so 
that they will be readily available in 
time of need. Supporters also re¬ 
ferred to the government post-war 
policy of full employment and held 
that a reduction in Canadian coal 
mining operations would be contrary 
to that policy. 2644 i

! ancial difficulties with which Britain 
j is battling. We believe the solution 
I of Britain's problems is to be found 
' the expansion of world trade and 
this can be brought about only by 
maintenance of multilateral trade 
arrangements. 

“The Canadian delegation is firmly 
of the opinion that unless the world 
picture today is viewed in the broad¬ 
est aspect, and countries plan for im¬ 
ports as well as exports and seek 
wide expansion of trade, it will not 
be possible for countries which have 
made the chief contributions toward 
our common war effort to carry the 
great burdens of debt incurred dur¬ 
ing the past six years.” 

International finance was a sub¬ 
ject of interest to all delegates to 
the federation conference, he said. 
The Canadians with others approved 
a declaration on the Anglo-American 
monetary talks now underway in 
Washington, which said that the self- 
interest of other countries demanded 
an early solution of Britain’s finan¬ 
cial problems. Failing settlement, 
Britain would be compelled to re¬ 
strict imports to her capacity to pay, 
whereas only by expansion could war 
burdens be carried. 

Australian and New Zealand 
spokesmen declared their dominions’ 
continued loyalty to Britain and 
readiness to buy British goods on the

At 10 a.m. Wednesday Coleman kept faith with 
its soldiers and its country by going oyer the top in 
the $150,000 quota given it^by provincial loan head¬ 
quarters. Its record in the past nine loans is truly a 
magnificent one. 

Fears that the strike would cut serious inroads 
into the loan locally were soon dispelled as each night 
saw the quota loom nearer and nearer with numer- 
ou subscriptions received from every area in town. 

Since this is the last loan which will see the huge 
sales organization used, which has been built up dur¬ 
ing the war years, it is interesting to look back on 
the first few loans. At that time it was a really sell¬ 
ing job the salesmen had to do. The public was sus¬ 
picious, especially the Europeans who in the last war 
had taken a heavy loss, and still vividly remembered 
their losses. To them the same might happen again. 
Luckily the quotas then were much smaller than 
those set today. Possibly one feature that made 
selling easier was the ease with which the banks 
cashed bonds turned in. This soon dispelled much 
doubt in the minds of some. Then again clipping 
coupons and taking them to the bank where they 
were promptly cashed also helped to sell bonds in 
later loans. 

Today with few exceptions bonds sell themselves. 
The salesmen often speak of subscribers who have 
voiced their disappointment at not buying more 
bonds in the early loans and a few salesmen have 
reported subscribers voicing regret that this is the 
last loan. They desire more loans as they have 
found it is a sure way to save money. Fear of bonds 
in the early days has given way to complete confi¬ 
dence in the security of bonds. 

That the public will be given the opportunity to 
save by means of bonds next year is almost certain. 
However, the bonds will very probably be sold 
through banks, brokerage houses, etc., but will not 
be sold by the .Victory Loan salesmen who have 
knocked at John Public’s door twice a year for the 
past four years. That young man with the kit slung 
under his arm will bid you farewell at the conclusion 
of the loan, next week. 

Japanese 

On Sunday a Victory Loan team travelled out to 
the Lime Kiln to sell bonds. In this area there are 
six Japanese families, some having come from other 
points in Alberta, some from British Columbia. They 
are all young couples who speak English without the 
slightest trace of an accent and it is believed that 
they are all Canadian bom. 

Not one family showed the slightest hesitation 
to purchase a bond. In fact, they were ready with 
their cash or time payment plans before the canvass¬ 
ers knocked on their doors. No nationality could be 
easier to sell than these Japanese couples. The fact 
that they have been taken from homes and jobs 
which they had established throughout the years 
does not appear to have soured them against Can 
ada. They are making the best of a bad situation 
and we believe deep down in their hearts are hoping 
for “peace on earth, goodwill toward man.” 

Require Public Library 

A year ago steps were taken to start organization 
of a public library. It went as far as the town coun 
cil where a committee was appointed to work on the 
foundation of a public library, seeking out a suitable 
building, securing books and finances. 

Pending developments at that particular time 
tended to slow up the committee’s activities, espe¬ 
cially that pertaining to a building. A year later 
these developments are still “pending” and it is 
about time that they were ignored and work started 
on securing facilities for a library. Coleman is much 
too large a town not to possess a library where citi¬ 
zens might take out particular books from which 
they may seek enjoyment or education. 

Fire Fighting Brigade 

A progressive step has been taken by the town 
council in planning the organization of a competent 
fire fighting brigade. Once this brigade is organized 
the uncertainty of securing sufficient fire fighters to 
man the hoses will be eliminated and greater fire 
protection afforded the ratepayer. 

Too long have we been without an efficient fire 
fighting body.

T.B. Questions 
And Answers 

Q. Could a person who has had 
immediate contact with a very ac¬ 
tive case of tuberculosis contract 
the disease, develop symptoms and 
have the disease show up in the 
X-ray in three months’ time? 

A. Yes, if the exposure has been 
intimate. In the guinea pig, definite 
TB can be detected a month or six 


weeks after inoculation if the dose 
is large enough. 

Q. When TB germs lie dormant 
in a person from childhood, does it 
mean that the same germs lies in 
the body for years without mul¬ 
tiplying? If so, why don’t they 
multiply? 

A. Tubercule bacilli may lie dor¬ 
mant in areas of disease for long 
periods of time. Just why this is 
so is not definitely known. Pre¬ 
sumably they are surrounded by 
lime or scar tissue which deprives 
them of nutrition and they hiber¬ 
nate, so to speak.

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“Martin Simla Came To His Death 
As The Result Of A Heart Rupture” 
Verdict Of Coroner’s Jury 


Inquest Held Into Simla’s Death 

on Tuesday Evening; Rupture 

Occurred While at Work. 

An inquest, presided over by 
Coroner D. MacPherson, was held 
into the death of Martin Simla, 
McGillivray Creek employee, who 
died in the local hospital where he 
had been taken following an attack 
of sickness which struck him at 
his employment in McGillivray 
Creek mine. The inquest was held 
Tuesday evening in the council 
chamber. The jury personnel in¬ 
cluded Leo Shannon, foreman; R. 
R. Pattinson, Wm. Holyk, N. 
Schlosser, Ghas. Gilmar and Chas. 
A. Beacon. 

Dr. E. J. Liesemer was the first 
witness. He gave evidence'of hav¬ 
ing been called to McGillivray 
mine on the morning of Wednes¬ 
day, Oct. 24, due to a man having 
collapsed in the mine. Upon seeing 
the patient he noticed he was suf¬ 
fering from shock and was visibly 
trembling, and that the patient 
complained of a pain in the chest. 
The patient was taken immediate¬ 
ly to the hospital where he was 
found to be suffering from a rup¬ 
tured blood vessel. He died at ap¬ 
proximately 2 a.m. Saturday, Oct. 
27. 

Dr. Stewart, of Blairmore, was 
called. He had performed an au¬ 
topsy on the body. He stated there 
were no external marks of violence. 

A blood sac near the heart was 
filled with small blood clots and 
in addition he found a ruptured 
blood vessel. Asked by the coroner 
what he attributed as the exact 
cause of death Dr. Stewart replied 
that death was caused by a rupture 
of the aorta. 

Joe Simla, son and partner of 
deceased, identified his father’s 
body for the jury. He revealed i 
that he and his father had been re-j 


> • • 

timbering old workings located at 
58 on number 4 level. The place 
was wet, and he told of a little 
slide occurring on the high side 
of an adjoining place. He had ad¬ 
vised his father to use his shovel 
on the small stuff that had slid 
down while he attended to the larg¬ 
er pieces of rock. His father came 
upon a rock the approximate size 
of a coal scuttle and laid his shovel 
down to move it. As he rolled it 
into the muck he stopped in his 
stooped position and told Joe he 
was feeling sick. Joe noticed him 
perspiring freely and helped him 
over to the buckets where he gave 
him a sip of tea. The two men 
then started to walk out, Martin 
leaning heavily on Joe. They met 
Fireboss Peter Smith at 43 room, 
who helped the injured man. De¬ 
ceased grew gradually weaker and 
complained of chest pains. Mr. 
Smith advised the two men to rest 
while he went ahead for help. 
Help and a stretcher were soon 
forthcoming and the patient was 
taken to the surface. 

Peter Smith, fireboss, told of 
seeing Martin Simla in the morn¬ 
ing and that the latter seemed to 
be his usual self. At 11 a.m. he 
set forth to make his inspection of 
the area in which the Simlas work¬ 
ed. He saw the two lights coming 
towards him and then saw Joe sup¬ 
porting his father. Martin looked 
sick and his legs were shaking. 
Joe told him that his father was 
pretty sick. Seeing that Martin 
was too sick to walk he advised 
them to sit and rest while he went 
ahead in search of help. He secured 
help and a stretcher, and he also 
phoned the surface to get the doctor 
and ambulance. In the meantime the 
Simlas had walked from number 
43 to 37. when aid arrived, Joe ex¬ 
plaining that he had been afraid 
his father would get cold due to 


him perspiring so freely. 

Following the coroner’s summary 
of the evidence the jury retired. 
They returned about half an hour 
later with the following verdict: 
“Martin Simla came to his death 
in Coleman Miners’ hospital on 
Oct. 27 about 2 a.m. as the result 
of a heart rupture while working 
in the mine of McGillivray Creek 
Coal & Coke Co. Ltd. at Coleman, 
Alberta, about 11.30 a.m. Oct. 24.”

Mr. Morgan was presented with a 
leather travelling case and a leath¬ 
er brief case, for which he ably 
expressed his thanks to the more 
than one hundred members and 
guests present.

MAY RETURN TO OLD JOBS 

The Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 
passed by Parliament in 1942, sets forth 
conditions under which employer's MUST 
REINSTATE their former employees in their 
employment after discharge. 

This Act and its Regulations ere adminis¬ 
tered by the Dominion Minister of Labour, 
through the National Employment Service. 
Reinstatement Officers are available in the 
National Employment Offices to answer in¬ 
quiries, and assist in adjusting cases. 

Employees either men or women — are 
to be reinstated if: 

(a) they worked for their employer 3 months 
immediately prior to enlistment, and were 
not replacing another employee who has 
since been reinstated; 

(b) they left their employment to join the 
Armed Services, the Merchant Marine, or 
the Fire Fighters Corps;

All rationing controls have been removed from sales of farm machinery, and 
restrictions on the production or importation of such machinery have been lifted. 

Price controls remain. Generally, maximum price for farm implements is the price 
at which such items sold during the basic period, August 15—September 11, 1941. 
Quoted prices do not include cost of delivery to the purchaser. 

Under Consumers’ Credit Order No. 225, section 10, terms of sale for farm mach¬ 
inery are: 1/3 of quoted price paid in cash; the balance of the credit price to be paid 
within two years of the date of the contract in stated amounts at specified dates. Any 
allowance for a trade-in is to be deducted from the unpaid balance. 

Despite the lifting of production restrictions, it is expected that the shortage of 
components such as malleable castings and sheet steel will limit the maximum output 
of farm implements during the year July 1, 1945, to June 30, 1946, to a 24% increase 
(on tonnage basis) over the output in the preceding 12 months. 


Farmers’ Poultry Prices 

Farmers selling all types of poultry, 
except turkeys, direct to consumers are 
permitted a 25% markup over the whole¬ 
sale ceiling prices established for the zone 
in which they are located. Turkey producers 
are allowed a 20% markup over the 
wholesale level. 


Potato Storage Allowance 

(Order A-1560 nowAin effect) 

A storage allowance of 5c per 75-lb. bag 
of potatoes and 7c per 100-lb. bag is 
allowed on November 1. Another 5c per 
75-lb. bag and 6c per 100-lb. bag may be 
added on December 1, and anorher 5c per 
75-lb. bag and 7c per 100-lb. bag on 
January 1, 1946. There will be no storage 
adjustment for February but monthly in¬ 
creases will be resumed on March 1.

Coupons covering farmer sales or farm household consumption of meat and butter, and 
sales of preserves must be forwarded to Local Ration Boards in primary producers’ envelopes 
(RB-61). Reports for November should reach the Local Ration Boards not later than December 10. 

Following are the valid coupon dates for November:

Farmers are required to send in "M" coupons to the Local Ration Board for meat they 
consume, and meat they sell to farmer neighbours at the rate of 4 lbs, per coupon. Farmers 
who slaughter meat need not turn in at the end of the month more than half the valid meat 
coupons in the ration books of their household. Farmers who purchase meat from other farmers 
must surrender to the selling farmer one mteat coupon for every 4 lbs. of meat purchased, even 
if this means surrendering coupons not yet valid. 


Farmers who slaughter for their own household consumption or for the consumption of 
their farmer neighbours, are not required to hold a slaughter permit. Any excess of farm 
slaughtered meat over the farmer's or his neighbour’s needs may be sold only to the holder 
of a regular slaughter permit in quantities not less than a quarter of Beef or a side of Pork. 
Sheep, lamb or calves slaughtered by the farmer for his own or his neighbours' use may not be 
sold into the meat trade. 

Licensed slaughterer's quotas for cattle have been temporarily suspended and until 
further notice a licensed slaughterer may slaughter all the cattle needed for his requirements.

Radio-telephone service between

The Nazi party’s master file of 
personnel records, including member¬ 
ship cards bearing nearly 8,000,000 
names has fallen intact into Allied 
hands. 

George Sawin, president of B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Co. said in a state¬ 
ment he held out little hope that 
civilian tires would be unrationed be¬ 
fore 1946. 

Westminster city council decided 
unanimously to’ make Winston 
Churchill the first honorary freeman 
of the city in recognition of his war 
services. 

Construction of the world’s largest 
telescope—the 200-incher atop Mount 
Palomar in California—is being re¬ 
sumed after a wartime lay-off.

Frankness In International Confer¬ 
ences Is Very Good Thing 

Everybody dislikes secret diplomacy 
and wants open covenants openly 
arrived at. But when we get a group 
of Foreign Ministers openly disagree¬ 
ing with each other to the extent 
of actually calling names, people 
don’t like jt and express alarm. In 
the longer view, isn't it a wonder¬ 
fully hopeful thing for the future in¬ 
ternational .life that the London Con¬ 
ference has been such a frank con¬ 
ference? Instead of that too, too 
familiar agreement “in principle”, 
which disagrees in every important 
detail, the Foreign Ministers in 
London openly disagreed in principle. 
It is novel and refreshing. 

One sure way to hasten the advent 
of One World is, obviously, to get the 
nations to discuss and settle world 
problems the way the individual na¬ 
tions debate their domestic prob¬ 
lems. When you have a couple of 
Foreign Ministers talking to each 
other like a Republican to a Democrat 
in the House of Representatives or 
a Laborite to a Conservative in the 
House of Commons, you are begin¬ 
ning to shake off the bonds of a nar¬ 
row nationalism. 

As for secret diplomacy, abroad or 
at home, things have been said on the 
subject that are lacking both In 
charity and understanding. For in¬ 
stance, it is always taken for granted 
that when a conference of diplomats 
goes into secret session or a group of 
political leaders go into a huddle they 
are planning mischief against the 
public; like a gangster conference. 

Actually, the diplomats and party 
leaders meet in secret to find a way 
out of a deadlock which has been 
precipitated by open debate. They 
meet behind closed doors to work out 
a compromise dictated by necessity. 
They meet in a smoke-filled hotel 
room to nominate the inevitable com¬ 
promise candidate. 

And in any case what does it mean 
when people say that a successful 
international conference must be pre¬ 
ceded by careful preparation? It 
sounds very much like “secret diplom-

Little Atomic Power 

Millions of tons in construction 
and in raw materials went into the 
atomic bomb plants at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., but what came out was meas¬ 
urable in handfuls.

Russia Likely To Take Japan’s Place 
As Asiatic Power 

DeWitt Mackenzie, A.P. foreign 
news analyst, says: Gen. Mac Arthur’s 
epitaph for broken Japan is so starkly 
realistic that it brings one up with a 
jolt: 

“This ends its military might and 
its military influence in international 
affairs. It no longer reckons as a 
world power, either large or small." 

Thus perishes an evil power which 
for almost 100 years increasingly 
dominated the Orient until finally 
greed impelled it to overreach itself 
in an effort to master and enslave 
not only its neighbors but to conquer 
great countries of the Western world. 

A vacuum has been created in the 
Orient with the disappearance of this 
dominant power. It is in the nature 
of things that something must rush 
in to fill that vacuum. That is, some 
other people will in due course take 
its place. What will it be? 

The probabilities are that for a

Air Ambulance 

Has Been Inaugurated For Medical 
Emergencies In Saskatchewan 

Air ambulance service to provide 
rapid transportation in emergencies 
and also to overcome transportation 
difficulties, specially in winter, will be 
inaugurated by the Saskatchewan 
Department of Public Health, Hon. 
T. C. Douglas, Premier and minister 
of public health, announced. The 
province has been divided into two 
sections and service in the area north 
of Prince Albert will start at once, 
the Premier said. Service for the 
southern area will be started on 
December 1. Service will be confined 
to Saskatchewan. The Department 
of Public Health has acquired .one 
Norseman aircraft, which is being 
conditioned for the southern part of 
the Province. Aircraft now operated 
by the Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources will be utilized in the north. 

Designed for medical emergencies, 
the ambulance service is intended to 
provide transportation for the sick if 
air transport is the only practical 
method for getting the necessary 
medical attention for the patient in 
the shortest possible time. All calls 
for transportation in medical emer¬ 
gencies must be made to the director 
of the Medical Services Division in 
the health department. Flights will 
be made only when the request is 
received from a physician or a regist¬ 
ered nurse. Northern calls will also 
be accepted if they come from other 
responsible persons such as Local Im¬ 
provement District inspectors, clergy¬ 
men, justices of the peace, or repre¬ 
sentatives of the natural resources 
department. 

Premier Douglas said that a nomin¬ 
al charge of $25 per flight would be 
made, regardless of the distance 
travelled. He said this fee would 
not pay the expenses of even the 
shortest trip. Where in the opinion 
of the health department a trip was 
not necessitated by a real emergency; 
the actual cost of the flight will be 
charged. The air ambulance will land 
as close to a patients home as pos¬ 
sible, depending on weather and local 
landing conditions. Patients will only 
be taken to Government licensed air¬ 
ports in the province.

Operation For Cataracts 
Ultra-violet vision, a remarkable 
discovery by a brilliant young Eng¬ 
lish physicist, A. G. Gayden, is pos¬ 
sessed by persons who have been oper¬ 
ated on for cataract and acquire the 
capacity to see in ultra-violet light, 

Prof. George Waldo, of the Harvard 
biological laboratories, said. 

The normal eye can not see 
ultra-violet light, he explained in an 
address to the Optical Society of 
America. 

The lens of the human eye con¬ 
tains yellow coloring matter which 
excludes ultra-violet light and which 
becomes deeper yellow as age ad¬ 
vances, Dr. Waldo said. Thus, older 
people may even have difficulty in 
seeing ordinary violet light.

PASTEURIZED MILK 

I Cow’s milk is an excellent food— 
j in fact it is the best individual one 
known. It is a fundamental food for 
I human beings of all ages. However, 
without minimizing its food value, it 
is also known that milk can be the 
most potent disease-producing med¬ 
ium among foods consumed by hu¬ 
mans. For years the problem of en¬ 
dorsing its use \yithout minimizing 
the hazard confronted all health 
workers. 

Today, no such problem exists? 
Pasteurization properly carried out 
render clean milk safe for human 
consumption without affecting its 
food value. It is amazing that in 
spite of the known facts of the value 
of the pasteurization procedure it is 
not universally adopted. 

Only one province in Canada— 
Ontario—at present has compulsory 
pasteurization legislation. More than 
98 per cent, of all milk sold for fluid 
consumption in the province is pas¬ 
teurized, and that percentage will be 
increased soon when rural areas 
which increased in population during 
war years will be brought under pro¬ 
visions of the legislation which ap¬ 
plies to municipalities with popula¬ 
tions of 300 or more and the other 
districts where pasteurization is 
feasible. 

Dr. A. E. Berry, director of sani¬ 
tary engineering, Ontario Department 
of Health, recently said that in many 
areas where the greatest opposition 
developed to pasteurization, there is 
today complete satisfaction with the 
law, enacted seven years ago, and 
milk consumption has more than 
doubled. He added that the sharp 
reduction in typhoid, undulant fever 
and para-typhoid is an effective an¬ 
swer to one-time critics of pasteur¬ 
ization.
